Concentrated 
Enforcement 
Given Tryout 


What probably is an all- 
time record for traffic en¬ 
forcement in a rural area 
occurred during a recent 
two-day period on a remote 
50-milo stretch of Interstate 
5 in the vicinity of Coaiinga 
when 301 drivers received' 
citations from the California 
Highway Patrol. 

Normally only two of the 
CHP’s black and white units 
are assigned to that area 
but during the test period 10 
patrol cars and one aircraft 
covered the boat. 

The aircraft was used to 
spot speeders and was suc¬ 
cessful on 71 occasions. 
WTien an offender was lo¬ 
cated the Clip pilot radioed' 
the nearest patrol car which 
ovt'riook and stopped the 
suspect vciiicle. The small 
aircraft flew only during 
daylight and was in the air 
for 15 hours. 

Common violations other 
than .‘speeding were reckless 
driving, illegal transporta¬ 
tion of alcoholic beverages 
and driving while under tlie 
influence of alcohol. 

CUP Deputy Commi-ssioner 
Dan Lanza described the 
intent of the two-day effort 
as “an attempt to detoirnine 
whether it is worthwhile to 
sometimes concentrate un- 
aisual numbers of traffic of¬ 
ficers and equipment in one 
sparsely populated area.” 

.Mthough the results have 
not been completely evalu¬ 
ated, Lanza said preliminarj' 
reports are positive and in¬ 
dicate ihe CHP should give 
full consid'oration to con¬ 
ducting similar activities in 
other rural areas.

Firehouse Tour 


If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some stales, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects, 

2. LSD: 

Its eiTects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness, 

3. “Ups and Downs”; 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or une.xpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
